Electric Light Test. 


Tho public is becoming quite know- 


ing in many branches of electric knowl- 
edge, and in uoho more than in the de- 
termination, with greater or less accu- 
racy, of the efficiency of the electric light. 
At one time a central station had no 
great difficulty in foisting upon its cus- 
tomers us a. 10 caudle power a light, that 
the ordinary gas jot 'would be mi im- 
provement upon. ISfow, however, people 
sire more critical, win! they have a -very 
slircwd ideu us to whether they are get- 
ting as much light us they sire paying 


for. 
If they have any doubt on the sub- 


ject, it can bo easily .set ut rest. 


The latest method of measuring ilm- 


mimitiou is based upon the principle 
that the illumination, falling, say, on a 
printed page, nrasf, have ii deiiuite value 
in order to render tlio printed characters 
just legible, and that the intensity of il- 
lumination so required will, for a nor- 
mal eve, depend upon (lie sii'.o and char- 
acter of tho print. A small printed tab- 
let is placed iu a. darkened box and ex- 
posed to illumination from a translucent 
plate of glass or porcelain, which re- 
ceives directly on its surface tho light 
whoso intensity is to be measured. Tho 
area of tho translucent plate is then 
varied until tho amount of light received 
by the tost characters just renders them 
visible. A soalo is provided by reference 
to which tho exact degree of candle pow- 
er of the illumination is determined.— 
New York Times.

Electric light Tent. 


Tho pnblio is becoming qnite know- 


ing iu ninny branches of electric knowl- 
edge, and in noho more than in the de- 
terminatioii, with greater or less accu- 
racy, of tho efficiency of the electric light. 
At one timo a central station had no 
great difficulty in foisting upon its cus- 
tomers us a 10 cajidle power ;i light, that 
the ordinary gas jcti would be ail im- 
provement upon. Now, however, people 
ftro more critical, and they have a very 
slnuwd idea as to whether they arc get- 
ting as iimcli light us they arc paying 
for. 
If they have any doubt on tho sub- 


ject, it can bo easily net at rest. 


Tho latest method of measuring illu- 


luiuutiou i.s based upon the principle 
that tho illumination, fulliu.;,', say, on a 
printed paijo, mtist have a definite value 
in order to render tho printed characters 
just legible, and that the intensity of il- 
lumination so required will, for a nor- 
inal eye, depend upon tho size and char- 
acter of tho print. A small printed tab- 
let ia placed in a, darkened box and ex- 
posed to illumination from a translnceut 
plato of glass or porcelain, which re- 
ceives directly on its surface tho light 
whoso intensity is to bo measured. TIio 
area of the translucent plate is then 
varied until tho amount of light received 
by the test characters just renders them 
visible. A scalo is provided by reference 
to which tho exact degree of candle pow- 
er of tho illumination is determined.—

the unit of money in any country is 
determined by the number of units in 
citvulatiou. In other words, the value 
of every dollar depends on the number 
o" dollars out. 


'•The greater the number of dollars 


out, other things being equal, tbo less 
will be the value of each dollar; the 
fewer the number out, other things re- 
maining the same, the greater the 
value of uac'j, and thu' without any re- 
yard whatever to the material of which 
the dollars are composed. This is> ti o 
key to the financial situation in the 
United States. Much more, it is the 
key to the financial situation in every 
land. Without this key it is in vain 
that the ttudeut attempts to unlock 
the door leading to the urciiuum of 
monetary knowledge. Uulike many of 
the looks made by man, the look on 
that door is unpiukabla. The hoiu-e 
hold of science is oue that thieves can- 
not break through and htt*al. Uu who 
would enter must first flud the key. 
With this key ia baud, the most secret 
recesses may be explored in confidence 
Without it the studdut travels in a cir- 
cle, returning after much labor to the 
point from which he started upon his 
journey.

George Parker, a citizen of Alva, 


Oklahoma, was arrested for drunken- 
ness and disorderly conduct. Judge 
Goodwin impaneled a jury of twelve of 
the best citizens in the town to try the 
ci\se.

GOLD CHANGES IN VALUE. 


" VYe are informed by so-called' finan- 


ciers' and statisticians, and by an army 
of ready-made political economists 
among the gold standard press—gen- 
tlemen who have not taken the trouble 
to carefully study the subject—that 
the value ot gold is unchanging, and 
:hat to attempt to depart from what is 
called the 'gold standard' would be to 
set at naught all the principles of jus- 
tice, and even to defy the very laws of 
nature. This is an argument used only 
since the demonetization of silver. Up 
to that time it wa<* well recognized by 
all who gave any attention to the sub- 
ject of money, and is still well recog- 
nized by all the authorities on political 
economy, that both gold and silver tire 
variable iu value. So serious indeed 
have from time to time been the varia- 
tions in the value o! money that 
thoughtful men — some of them dis- 
tinguished economists—have long ob- 
served and commented on the gross 
iajustice which Such variations involve 
and various suggestions have been made 
of methods for securing stability of 
value in the monetary unit. 


"Dp to the period when the creditors 


discovered the ingenious plan of sur- 
reptitiously increasing by an appeal to 
the legislative arm of all Governments 
the value of ell debts due, and to be- 
come due to them, by depriving debt- 
ors of the immemorial right to pay iu 
either of the two metals, it was ac- 
knowledged by the most eminent econ- 
omists that the adoption of a single 
metal us a so c-illud standard of money 
did not secure so great a uniformity 
in value of both metals. This may 
Sfciin a paradox to those who have not 
reflected on the essential nature of 
money and upon the method by which 
it obtains what is termed its 'value,' 
which it does through the medium cf 
the prices of commodities. They ask: 
How can there be a standard composed 
of two things? Must not a standard 
bo one? Can it be two or more?

Yesterday afternoon the neighbor- 


hood adjacent to tbe Riverside Mill 
dam on the river was alarmed by 
screaming women aud children, aud a 
number of boys ran into the main part 
of town reporting that two men in a 
boat had just gone over the dam and 
were drowned. Men hurried to the 
scene and soon discovered a man in 
almost an exhausted condition on a 
small island just back of B. L. Fulton's 
property and about thirty feet from 
the main laud. Tbe man seemed dazed 
and showed unmistakable signs of suf- 
fering ami steps were, taken immedi- 
ately to rescue him from his perilous 
situation. 
Hopes were secured and 


numerous plans were suggested, but 
owing to the swift current and the 
distance of the island from the main 
shore most of them had to be aband- 
oned, la the meantime it had been 
discovered that the other man in the 
boat was John P. Foulks, and he had 
been seen passing under tlie iron 
bridge, the Virginia and Truckee and 
cattle bridges, floating apart from the 
boat, the latter being badly crushed, 
Resoua parties ran along on either 
shore of the river, but they were power- 
less to render any assistance and it is 
thought by many that Mr. Foulks was 
lifeless 
or unconscious 
from 
the 


moment he was carried out of tneeddy 
below the dam. Prof. Phillips, who 
was an eye-witness to the catastrophe, 
thinks that Mr. Foulks aud the boat 
were swirled about iu the eddy fully 
the space of four minutes and it is 
probable he was struck with the boat 
Miss Ollie Pixley also saw the accident 
and says that as the boat went over the 
dam it seemed to end over and came 
nut of the eddy bottom side up, Mr 
Foulks being partially under it. 


A boat was procured, and after rig- 


ging ropes the man on the island, who 
proved to bo George W..Brower of Oak- 
land, California, was rescued. He was 
placed in a hack and driven to the 
Palace Hotel and taken to hie room. 
Willing hands removed his clothes and 
then he told the JOCBNAL reporter the 
following : 


He and Mr. Foulks with others had 


been looking into a scheme for utiliz

A Primitive Instrument In 1840, With It* 


Own Peculiar Airs. 


The banjo was in use long before the 


day of Joe Sweeney. It was principally 
played by the negroes, and was indeed a 
rudo and simple instrument. The flrst 
one I ever saw was made in this way: 
A largo gourd covered with a raw sheep- 
skin served for the drum, and tho strings 
were of horsehair, pulled from a white 
horse's tail It had only four strings. I 
urn confident that Sweeney added the 
bass string. My father's carriage driver 
was a banjo player. He played two or 
three changeless tunes on one cord. I 
saw Joo Sweeney for the first timo about 
1842, 
while I was at school at Prince 


Edward Court House. He ami his brother 
Sam were together. - Joe led on tho vio- 
lin and Sam played the banjo. Both had 
good voicos, especially Sam, a rich, full 
biu'itono of great sweetness and power. 
Even at this distant day I can recall 
some of the tunes they sang—"Old Dan 
Tucker," "Do Johnnie Booker," "Jnli- 
iijina Johnson," "Oh, Susanna," "The 
Blue Tailed Fly,"'''.Tim Crack Corn," 


j and "I Don't Care. " 


VThen I saw the brothers again, tho 


' character of tho music was somewhat 
| changed, and was much more sentimen- 


j tal and sympathetic. Tliey rendered such 
! pieces as "Dearest May," "Rosiv Lee," 
! "Annie of tho Vale," "Nellie Was » 
Lady" and "Ellen Bayno," with won- 
dorfnl effect. These airs were melodious 
and concordant, aud often brought tears 
to the eyes of the audience. Joe Sweeney 
was above tho medium size, and of 
nu« proportions. Ho had light hair and 
u ruddy complexion. Ho had wonderful 
tiicial powers. He could change his ex- 
pression in si moment from grave to 
comic.

imitable:. Ho knew tho negro well, and 
WKS perfectly mitiu-al, nnd, like Polk 
Miller, never overdid Ids work. Olio ot 


I his performances always excited up- 
pSlnse. His old Virginia breakdown, a 
jig tune, he dnncod, and rnado his own 
music with his btmjo hung around his 
neck with a string. Sweeney w;ts entire- 
ly uneducated, but ho was naturally 
bright, nnd he often made smart local 
hits that 
brought down tho house. 


Sweeney gave notoriety to tho banjo and 
brought it iato popular favor. His habits 
were improvident, and he was tho sub- 
ject of many temptations. He lived a 
life of unselfish generosity and died in 
poverty. Ho spent his last days in the 
comity of Appomattox. 
I have heard 


tlxis story nbont him. I do not vouch for 
ica truth: 


Before ho died, his mind wandering, 


lie said to his sister: "Come here. Tlie 
..,. bimjo is out of tuno, the screws are 
•flipping, nud tho bridge is nbout to 
fall. " Thoso were the last words of tho 
old fellow, who had charmed two con- 
;inentw with his melody nud .song. His 
in-other Sam was in the cavalry service 
during tho war. Ho often played for 
General Stuart, and tho bravo troopers 
would dance to his merry music as he 
sang: 
"If you want a happy time, jine tho 


cavalry.'' 


I never heard of him after tho war.—
